5. As to the Qfficers and Dependants on th2 Church, it is well known that, the whole King- 
bn is divided into' 22 Diocelles, each Dioceſs harh his Biſhoprick 3 the 4 Provinces have each 
fthem an Arcl-Biſhop, with abour 2508 Pariſhes, with their reſpective Dignitaries, which 
h0uzh inferiour in number to thoſe in Eng/and, yer what they have is near .equal in value, and 
ktled by Law as in England, and cannot have le than Employs for 3000 Perſons, who mulſt- 
te all Proteſtants. . 

6. The number of che reſp2Ctive Counties, Cities, Towns Corporat?, - and' Burroughs; ' Em. 
joys, are beſt known by the Survey of the whole Kingdom, which is near equal to Englend, 
{ Wales excepted ) and conſiſts of 32 Counties, beſide the Counties of the reſpeCtive Cities, 
ach County having ſereral Towns Corporate, and all Judicial, and Minilterial Employments 
vie ſeveral diſtin't Revenues of Houſes, Lands, Fees, and ather Perquifices to ſupport the 
Dignities of their reſpective Communities and their Officers, which being the higheſt and only 
paces of Truſt and Power in the ſaid reſpective Counties, Cities, Towns Corporate and Bur- 
toughs, of the Kingdom, muſt be prelumed co have a ſuitable Support, and cannot be in 
Number leſs then Eight Hundred. 

So that the whole Number of the ſaid Employs in Church and Stare appears to be more then 
(300 Places of Reputation, Truſt, Power, and plentiful Supporr, wiz. rod the Church 3000, 
nd to the State 2300, which muſt be all put into the hands of Proteſtants, though the ſb Pa- 
its ſhould be ſo wiſe as ro ſt1bmir on the 20th of April, 1689, to the Terms held forth an the 
King and Queens Declaration to all their Loviag Subjects in that Kingdom, bearing Date at 
Nhite-ball the 224 of February, 1688. 

But in caſe of their Refuſal, there will be a much greater Encouragement to the Proteſtant 
Officers and Souldiers who are or ſhall be Engaged in the War, as appears by the following 
Rrticulars,
